Tais 
divorce, ublike the other, was brought by a 
mas of supposed intelligence, inasmuch as he 
occupies a seat in the Unitec States House of 
Representatives, and is Lo other than the no- 
torious Christopher C. Bowen, a representative 
from South Carolina, aud whose recent trial 
at Washington for bigamy attracted so mach 
attention. ‘Che fact that he expects to make 
nse of this decree of divorce as his defense in 
the trial aboutto be instituted against him for 
bigamy. caused inquiries to be instituted by 
the District Attorney of the District of Co- 
lumbia, and these inquiries have brought the 
matter before the public. The facts of the 
case are these: A petition was brought be- 
fore the October term “y the Superior Court, 
Judge Phelps presiding, praying for a decree 
of divorce to be erante to Christopher C. 
Bowen from his wife Frances Bowen. The 
ground for the decree was three yéars deser- 
tion. The petition was dated September 7, 
1870, and it was alleged that service had been 
made upon Frances Bowen upon the 20th day 
of September, 1870, at Augusta, Ga. James 
B, Williams, who claimed to be av indifferent 
person, took oath before Samuel Irons, a n0- 
tary public, living in Kings county, New 
York, on the twenty-seventh day of Sep- 
tember, 1870, that he had served the notice 
on Frances wen in Augusta, on the 
20th of September. In the petition, Mr. 
Boweu is described as a resident of New 
Haven, New Haven county, Conuecticut, and 
had resided there for three years previous. 
When the petition was presented to the court 
the judge was not willing to accept the evi- 
dence -that the service had been made on 
Frances Bowen, anda witness was bought 
bythe lawyer, we believe the same Jas. R. 
‘jlliams, who swore in court that the service 
bad been made. Mr. Christopher C. Bowen, 
or some one personating him, appeared in 
court and took the necessary oath of the pe- 
thiioner. and the decree was granted on the 
22d of November, 1870, The decree was ob- 
tained by Chas.

To each of these has been added another 
section, as part thereof, for the purpose o! 
securing unquestioned ‘obedience to these 
pet amendments, and revising the whole- 
some previous restraint upon the legisla- 
tive power of Congress, and is in theze 
words: ‘“The Congress shall have power 
to enforce this article by appropriate legis 
lation.” 

This in effect deprives all courts of any 
power to declare the acts of Congress in 
regard to any matters in any way pertain- 
ing to the enforcement of these amend- 
ments unconstitutional This is exempli- 
fied in the acts known as the civil rights 
bills. It strikes out the old words “neces- 
sary and proper,” and substitutes the word 
“appropriate.” and makes.the power of 
Congress to legislate ad hbitum most 
plenary. 

These amendments, te if parts of the 
Federal Constitution—first, emancipate 
all our slaves; second, disallowus all com- 
pensation; third, create them citizens 0; 
the State; fourth, entitle them to all and 
equal privileges and immunities as other 
citizens; fifth, confer upon them all the 
franchises of voters in all elections, national 
and State; and sixth, delegate tou Congress 
uplimited tegislative power to enforce 
them.

Most surely, howeyer, they are, where 
the word “persons” alone is used, being 
no longer chattels, but persons, freemen, 
citizens, yoters, entitled te all the rights, 
privileges and immunities declared, con- 
ferred and enforced by the 15th section of 
article XIII. of ourown State constitution. 
We must be at fault whenever we deny 
them. 

Unquestionably, the ability, moral 
power, depending on his own will, to 
iliustrate his case, in a court of law, by all 
testimony within his reach; belongs, as a 
right aud privilege, to every suitor or party 
to any action, in which right and justice 
are to be administered. To enjoy the 
benefit of thie right or privilege, he may 
fairly claim to use the testimony of such 
witnesses as are not infamous—not in- 
interested In the issue and not incapaci- 
tated by intellectual feebleness, A Gov. 
ernment, with our constitution, containing 


no right to deny him this privilege, and 
certainly it has not such right, unless for 
reasons overwhelmingly cogent or irresisti- 
bly conclusive. We proposein a future 
article to examine the yeasons for the 
wholesale exclusion of one-sixth of our 
entire population, in the light of this lagt 
proposition. 

Whether mere competency to tes- 
tify is a right or privilege to 
a witness is a question of some 
difficulty. Freedom trom the burden of 
being required by the summons or man- 
date of a court to attend its sittings and to 
“give evidence” in controversies between 
other parties or persons~ might well be 
esteemed .an immunity. We all under- 


stand that a witness is the subjeét ofthe 
| compulsory process of the court a re- 


fusal to testify is a contempt of its anthor- 
ity. olle, velle, he. must obey both the 
orders to,appear and give evidenc€, elje 
submit to such punishment as the court 
in sustaining its dignity and authority, 
may legally inflict by fine, arrest and im- 
prisopment. When thus compelled to ap- 
pear and testify he does so under the sanc- 


standing that if he depose falsely he sub- 
jects himself. to “Convio 
naget for a felony. Eve! 
under compulsion. 

But if the Jaw render him incompetent 
does 4t thereby abridge any privilege or 
right whicb, as-a witness, he might be en- 
titled to enjoy? If he stand in the same 
disinterested” position as other men, and 
hes intelligence and capacity to. under- 
stand the obligations of an oath and to re- 
late intelligibly the facts he knows, and is 
debarred merely on account of the color of 
bisskin or his race, then imcompetency be- 
comes intamy. The law denies him legal 
respectability. 

There are cases in which the deprivation 
of ability to testify may be an intringe- 
ment of right or privilege common to all 
citizens. These occur where a felony is 
committed upon person or property, and 
the only adequate redress will be progecu- 
tion in the name of the Commonwealth. 
Then, if the . party injured has no 
power to present the injury, 
the only tribunal—the grand jury— 
through whieh the only adequate remedy 
may be initiated and tothe court which 
may pronounce the judgment ot the law 
—the refusal to allow him to testify may 
be an abridgement of a privilege eujoyed 
by other citizens, and one too, considered 
by the Legislative and Judicial depart- 
ments as necessary to the proper protec- 
tion of all citizens. In this respect per- 
haps the law excluding this testimony 
might be in derogation of the Fourteenth 
amendment, But as this matter is shorily 
to undergo a judicial investigation we for- 
bear to comment further upon it or ex- 
press any opinion. 

It_is enough for us to know that by re- 
taining these acts of exclusion we are 
subjecting our oy judges throughout the 
State to constant annoyance, and perhaps 
to heavy fines and imprisonment, and are 
further subjecting all our white citizens to 
be dragged away from their homes to the 
Federal tribunals, and to heavy costs, loss 
of time, and great trouble, without any 
corresponding benefit to compensate us.

Just ‘How at Séekn. 


“Give a doga bad name,” is an old ad- 
age.

A Man Severely Wounded ina Bar- 
Room Fight 


Yesterday afternoon, between three aod four 
o'clock, a difficulty occurred in the White Man- 
sion drinking seloon, corner of Tbird and Mar- 
ket streets, between George Harmon and John 
Long, in which the former cnt the latter so 
oaaly tnaf bis life . dispaired of.

there was no one has any knowledge of the fact, 
and the statement of the bar-keeper is to the 
effect tbat the cutting was done before he was 
aware that any ill-feeling existed between them. 

Both patties wefe arrested by detectives Gal- 
lagher and Tiller, who were not aware of the 
ir juries that Long had received until he was be- 
ing searched at the First-street station-bouse, 
when it was discovered that he had received 
several severe cuts in the abdomen, fiom one of 
which the bowels protruded, and from the effects 
of which he will probaably die. Dr. Cummings 
was called ip, and drecsed bis wounds, after 
which he was conveyed to the City Hospital, 
where, at a late bour last night, he lay ia a pre- 
eartouese condition. Both parties are well known 
in the efiy, and Long has the reputation among 
his acquaintances of being a clever, ineffensive 
man.
